Promulgated by the President in the Twenty -sząth Year of 
the Republic of India . 


An Ordinance to amend the Conservation of Foreign Exchange 
and Prevention of Smuggling Activities Act, 1974 . 

WHEREAS a grave emergency exists whereby the security of 
India is threatened by external aggression and internal disturbance ; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the Presi 
dent is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action ; 

NOW , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( 1) of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 
1 . 

Short title and commencement.- (1) This Ordinance may 
be called the Conservation of Foreign Exchange and Prevention 
of Smuggling Activities (Amendment) Ordinance , 1975 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once . 


2. Act 52 of 1974 to be temporarily amended . - During the 
period of operation of this Ordinance, the Conservation of Foreign 
Exchange and Prevention of Smuggling Activities Act , 1974 (herein 
after referred to as the principal Act ), shall have effect subject to 
the amendments specified in sections 3 , 4 and 5 , 

3. Insertion of new section 54.- After section 5 of the principal 
Act , the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 54 .. Grounds of detention severable. Where 
8 person 
has been delained in pursuance of an order of detention uuder 
sub - section (1 ) of section 3 which has been made on two or 
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more grounds, such order of detention shall be deemed to have 
been made separately on each of such grounds and accordingly 

( a ) saciz order shall not be deemed to be invalid or 
inoperative merely because one or some of the grounds ss 
Or are 

( i) vague, 
(ii) ,non -existent, 
(iii ) not relevant, 

(iv ) not connected or got proximately connected 
with such person , or 

( v ) invalid for any other reason whatsoever, 
and it is not therefore possible to hold that the Government 
or officer making such order would have been satisfied as 
provided in sub -section (1 ) of section 3 with reference to 
the remaining ground or grounds and made the order of 
detention ; 

( b ) the Government or officer making the order of 
detention shall be deemed to have made the order of 
detention under the said sub -section (1 ) after being satis 
fied as provided in that sub -section with reference to the 

remaining ground or grounds." . 
* Amendment of section 12. - In section 12 of the principal 
Act, after sub -section (5 ), the following sub -section shall be 
inserted , namely : 

" (6 ) Notwithstanding anything. contained in any other 
law and save as otherwise provided in this section , no person 
against whom a detention order made under this Act is in 
force shall be released whether on bail or bail bond or other 
wise ." .

Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or 
natural justice , the provisions of this section shall have ellect 
during the period of operation of the Proclamation of Emergency 
issued under clause ( 1 ) of article 352 of the Constitution on the 
3rd day of December , 1971 , or the Proclamation of Emergency 
issued under that clause on the 25th day of Juna , 1975 , or & 
perind of twelve months from the 25th day of June, 1975 , which 
ever period is the shortest.

( 3) The question whether the detention of any 

person in 
respect of whom a declaration has been made under sub - section 
( 2 ) continues to be necessary for effectively dealing with the 
emergency shall be reconsidered by the appropriate Government 
within four months from the date of such declaration and there 
after at intervals not exceeding four months, and if, on such 
reconsideration , it appears to the appropriate Government that the 
detention of the person is longer necessary for effectively 
dealing with the emergency , that Government may revoke the 
declaration .

( 4 ) In making any consideration , review reconsideration 
der sub- section ( 2 ) or ( 3), the appropriate Government or officer 
may, if such Government or officer considers it to be against the 
public interest to do otherwise , act on the basis of the information 
and materials in its or his possession without disclosing the facts 
nr giving an opportunity of making a representation to the person 
concerned .
